A TREE PLAN FOR 
IRRIGATION FARMERS 


A suggestion was recently made 
by a Bassano business man that the 
Cc. P. R. adopt a_ tree planting 
scheme for irrigated land, a scheme 
that would considerably increase the 
value of the land and at the same 
time enable the farmer to help pay 
the cost of his farm, 

The plan would provide for the 
planting of trees on irrigated land 
under the direction and supervision 
of competent company officials. Ev- 
ery spring, for a period of say, three 
or four years, the trees would be in- 
spected, a report turned in to head 
office, and the farmer allowed a 
certain sum for every healthy tree 
grown under the company’s super- 
vision. 

The farmer would be credited 
with that sum as a payment on the 
cost of the land. 

Under this plan the growing of 
trees would increase the value of 
the land and at the same time the 
farmer would pay off some of his 
indebtedness to the company. It 
would be an inducement for the irri- 
gation farmer to improve ani 
beautify his farm and help pay for 
the land in the- process. The com- 
pany would gain by encouraging 
further settlement, and also by en- 
couraging industry and pride of 
ownership among the farmers, most 
important factors in the happiness 
and prosperity of any community. 

The suggestion is interesting and 
worthy of investigation.

DIVERTED GRAIN TRAFFIC 
VALUED AT TEN MILLIONS 


WINNIPEG, May 20—Western 
delegates to the British Empire ec- 
onomic conference will press very 
strongly for'some aétion ‘that will 
result in all Canadian grain taken 
by the United Kingdom moving out 
through a port in the Dominion. 

During the seven months of the 
1931-32 crop year 66,705,320 bushels 
of Canadian wheat were exported 
to the United Kingdom. Over the 
western route the Canadian Paci- 
fie ports handled 18,418,677 bushels. 

But of the grain that went east- 
ward for export, 48,286,643, the Can- 
adian Atlantic ports received only 
11,028,272 bushels, Atlantic ports of 
the U. S. getting 37,258,371. 

Exporters of the grain exchange 
estimate that if the amount of do- 
mestic grain which the United 
States handled had gone to tide 
water over Canadian water and rail 
routes some $10,000,000 more cash 
would have been paid for services 
in Canada. 


DUTY THREATENS 
CANADIAN TRADE 
WASHINGTON, May 20—Can- 
adian lumber and copper producers 
were definitely threatened with a 
loss of trade valued in 1931 at $15,- 
000,000 and $13,000,000 this after- 
noon when the United States senate 
voted to include in the one billion 
dollar revenue bill a tariff of one- 
half cent a gallon on oil. The fight 
against. inclusion..of tariffs in a tax 
bill is not yet ended, but it i, gen- 
erally believed that since today's 
victory for ‘the oil interests was 
brought about by vote trading, a 
sufficient number of senators have 
become dnvolved in log rolling to 
pass the lumber and copper levies. 
These duties are prohibitive and 
would place an embargo on export 
of the commodities from Canada, 
thereby, as opponents of the levies 
have said, producing no revenue 
whatever.
